1.  Job  Qualifications  (REB  Coordinator)-  Jackie  Daries  distributed  a  draft  job  description.  Francesca 
Vietor  informed  the  task  force  that  the  REB  Coordinator  position  is  not  budgeted  until  Oct.  1,  1999,  so 
the  Dept.  of  the  Environment  (DENV)  is  checking  with  Human  Resources  to  see  if  the  new  Coordinator 
could  begin  working  part-time  in  order  to  fulfill  the  90  day  requirements  of  the  ordinance.  There  was 
general  consensus  that  a  college  degree  is  desired,  but  not  necessarily  an  engineering/architecture  degree. 

There  was  discussion  on  how  the  Task  Force  can  work  together  to  provide  outreach  to  all  City 
Departments.  Francesca  suggested  that  the  DENV  draft  a  letter  from  the  Mayor  to  all  Department  Heads 
requesting  they  assign  an  appropriate  contact  person. 

Albert  Lam  and  Hanson  Tom  from  Building  Inspection  were  new  to  the  program  and  since  they  only  had 
the  Pilot  Projects  portion  of  the  Ordinance  prior  to  the  meeting,  they  requested  an  overview  of  the 
Ordinances  and  Mandatory  Requirements. 

2.  Mandatory  Ordinance  Requirements  (Existing  Buildings)-  Rona  Sandler  suggested  there  should  be 
a  procedure  developed  for  departments/buildings  who  are  already  in  compliance. 

Water  Conservation-  Kimberly  Knox,  responsible  for  implementation  of  the  water  conservation  portion  of 
the  ordinance  was  absent.  She  will  be  able  to  provide  a  list  of  buildings  with  toilets  that  have  been 
upgraded  and  are  already  in  compliance  (low  flow)  with  the  ordinance.  Barbara  Bernardini  mentioned 
that  water  inspectors  know  the  status  of  toilets  in  buildings. 


Energy  Conservation-  The  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  (BEC)  is  responsible  for  implementation  of 
this  part  of  the  ordinance.  Cal  Broomhead  explained  that  compliance  with  energy  efficiency  is  monitored 
by  the  BEC  through  purchase  orders,  except  for  the  occasional  singular/periodic  replacements.  Small 
buildings  often  fall  through  the  cracks,  because  their  volume  is  so  low.  The  BEC  will  pay  for  retrofit 
equipment,  if  the  individual  department  will  install  (with  the  exception  of  the  Enterprise  depts.-  Airport, 
Moscone,  Port,  Water  and  Wastewater).  They  have  done  many  small  projects  inside  of  buildings. 
Currently,  they  have  $9  million  worth  of  work  to  be  done  over  4  years,  which  will  save  $75  million  in 
energy  expense. 

Fluorescent  Lamps  Recycling-  State  regulation  requires  buildings  to  have  a  fluorescent  lamp  recycling 
program  system  in  place.  The  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  (SWMP)  already  has  a  collecting  and 
recycling  program  established. 

Indoor  Air  Quality-  Guidelines  will  be  issued  to  affected  City  Departments  by  DENV,  with  possible 
assistance  from  Arthur  Pree,  Department  of  Building  Inspectors  and  Rajiv  Bhatia  from  Environmental 
Health.  Glenn  Hunt  also  has  the  names  of  3  consultants  to  help  with  the  development  of  indoor  air  quality 
guidelines.  He  agreed  to  contact  them,  assess  their  cost  and  availability,  and  report  back. 

The  Storage  of  Recyclables  (Sec.  82.4  g)-  SWMP  is  responsible  for  drafting  guidelines  and  implementing 
the  recyclables  section  of  the  ordinance.  The  SWMP  has  information  on  training  and  hauling.  Norcal  is 
the  City  contractor.  The  definition  of  "accessible"  was  discussed  and  there  was  agreement  there  needs  to 
be  further  clarification  of  the  definition  of  accessible,  based  on  the  hauler  and  employees/occupants. 

Construction  and  Demolition  Debris  Management-  The  SWMP  is  responsible  for  this  portion  of  the 
ordinance.  They  publish  a  directory  of  businesses  who  recycle  construction  and  demolition  debris. 
Information  on  Construction  and  Demolition  Debris  Management  will  need  to  be  distributed  for  general 
contractors. 

Section  82.8,  Pilot  Projects  (new  buildings)-  Detailed  Commissioning  Guidelines  will  be  drafted  and 
adopted  by  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  (BOA)  within  3  years  for  all  pilot  projects.  There  was  discussion 
that  the  timeline  is  not  clear  in  the  current  language  of  the  ordinance.  The  DENV  agreed  to  send  a  letter  to 
the  15  departments  listed  in  the  ordinance,  notifying  them  of  their  requirement  to  identify  suitable  pilot 
project  candidates,  if  they  have  Construction  Projects  planned  within  90  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance.  Tara  reported  that  the  Ordinance  refers  to  "the  City  Project  engineer",  which  should  read  as 
"the  City  Project  architect."  Tara  distributed  a  proposed  BOA  budget,  since  BOA  is  monitoring  these 
projects,  for  10  proposed  pilot  Green  Buildings.  BEC  distributed  a  Criteria/Issues  handout  for  review.  It 
was  agreed  that  both  the  pilot  project  budget  and  criteria  would  be  discussed  at  the  next  Task  Force 
meeting. 

The  question  was  asked  of  the  goal  of  the  pilot  projects.  A  response  was  to  update  the  building  codes  once 
a  product  has  been  tested  and  successful.  A  rating  system  was  discussed.  Two  prospective  pilot  projects 
mentioned  were  1)525  Golden  Gate,  and  2)  the  Rec.  &  Park  Pavilion,  which  has  a  sod  roof  and  day 
lighting.  The  DENV  will  develop  a  form  for  departments  to  use  for  presenting  proposed  pilot  projects,  ie. 
where  the  project  is  in  process,  who  the  architect/  developer/engineer  is  working  on  the  project,  etc. 
Glenn  asked  if  we  were  going  to  take  a  performance  or  prescriptive  approach,  what  criteria  would  be  used 
for  measuring  performance.  Danielle  suggested  having  some  case  studies  presented  to  the  Task  Force,  and 
developing  a  system  for  tracking  compliance/performance. 

3.  Exemption  Process-  Jackie  distributed  an  Exemption  Process  Proposal  and  a  sample  Exemption 
Request  Form. 


4.  Pilot  Projects-  Discussed  above  in  the  Mandatory  Requirements.  Will  be  on  next  month's  meeting 
agenda. 

5.  Timelines-  Jackie  distributed  timelines  for  both  Ordinances.

The  Task  Force  members  are  requested  to  bring  a  draft  of  their  department's  guidelines  (for  all  City 
Departments)  to  the  next  meeting  on  September  8.  The  Commission  on  the  Environment  must 
approve  the  guidelines  for  City  departments  at  the  September  20  Commission  meeting  in  order  to 
meet  the  Ordinance  deadline  of  October  3.  The  DENV  will  then  develop  a  format  for  the  guidelines. 
The  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  (SWMP)  has  already  developed  guidelines  for  Construction 
and  Demolition  Debris  (which  will  be  used  for  the  Moscone  Expansion).  BOA  has  developed  for 
contractors,  guidelines  (which  will  be  used  for  Visitacion  Valley  child  care  site).  The  Airport.  PUC. 
T.I..  and  Rec  &  Park  do  their  own  contracts.  The  Airport  already  has  low-flush  toilets.  There  will  be 
two  sets  of  guidelines  developed,  one  for  City  Departments,  and  one  for  contractors.  SWMP  has  a 
form  with  guidelines  for  contractors.

2.  Update  on  Hiring  Process 

The  deadline  for  REB  Coordinator  applications  is  September  10.  Those  on  the  hiring  committee  will 
be:  Francesca  Vietor.  John  Deakin,  and  Tara  Lamont. 

3.  Pilot  Projects 

A  letter  will  be  sent  out  by  the  DENV  with  a  form  attached  requesting  departments  to  submit  pilot 
projects.  The  Airport  and  the  Port  should  be  targeted,  as  they  have  skilled  and  receptive  staff,  more 
funding  and  are  high  profile  departments.  Another  department  to  target  is  the  Juvenile  Justice  (YGC). 
Tara  Lamont,  Francesca  Vietor,  and  Jackie  Daries  met  with  Mike  Nicoson  from  Friends  of  Rec  & 
Park  for  a  briefing  on  the  Rec  &  Park  Pavilion,  and  the  possibility  of  the  Pavilion  as  a  pilot  project. 

There  was  general  discussion  on  what  are  the  goals  of  pilot  projects.  For  example,  updating  or 
amending  the  Building  Codes,  or  monitoring  a  specific  "green"  component  (i.e.,  sod  roofing)  to 
decide  whether  it  should  become  a  permanent  building  feature.  There  was  general  consensus  that  the 
goal  was  to  test  REB  strategies/techniques/materials,  establish  a  rating  system,  exceed  California 
building  code  requirements,  and  provide  education  and  possibly  a  showcase.  The  PUC  building  at 
525  Golden  Gate  will  be  a  "Design  Build"  contract,  with  the  BOA.  A  "Criteria  Package"  will  be 
developed  for  the  project,  and  the  process  of  creating  the  package  will  be  used  for  the  program  report 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  3  years.  Other  possible  pilot  projects  discussed  include:  1)  De Young 
Museum  (which  the  group  decided  not  to  pursue  because  of  possible  greenwash  or  political  issues), 
2)  the  Zoo  warehouse  3)  Visitacion  Valley  (a  tiny  project  that  could  be  used  to  test  specs,  and  4)  Pier 
One  (which  may  already  be  in  compliance). 

Barbara  Bernardini  addressed  the  need  for  additional  technical  expertise.  The  California  Integrated 
Waste  Management  Board  may  have  funding  available  and  might  pay  for  technical  resources  if  we 
provide  a  letter  of  what  we  specifically  need.  The  Alameda  Count  Waste  Management  Authority  has 
a  licensing  agreement  to  use  the  Resourceful  Environmental  Design  Index  database,  which  is 
purchasable  for  $900.00. 

4.  Exemption  Process 

There  was  no  feedback  regarding  the  exemption  process  and  form,  so  the  DENV  will  send  it  to  all 
City  departments  along  with  the  guidelines,  timelines  and  cover  letter  from  the  Director  of  the 
Department.

1.  Roles  and  Resources.  BEC  will  provide  consultants  and  support  for  the  energy  component,  put  together  case 
studies  and  guidelines.  BOA  will  develop  specs  for  the  mandatory  requirements,  except  for  construction  and 
demolition  debris  management.  For  projects  that  are  not  in-house,  they  will  issue  specs  to  other  City  departments. 
BOA  will  also  oversee  the  pilot  projects.  The  Water  Department  would  like  to  do  a  RFQ  to  install  toilets  in 
exchange  for  sewage  rate  savings  and  will  inspect  all  buildings  between  July  1,  2005  and  June  23,  2007.  The 
Water  Department  will  also  develop  guidelines,  perform  a  cost  effective  analysis,  and  oversee  the  water 
conservation  component  for  the  pilot  projects.  From  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI),  Art  Bree  has 
been  assigned  to  the  Moscone  Expansion  project.  DBI  tracks  state  energy  standards  and  makes  sure  that  San 
Francisco  is  in  compliance.  DBI  needs  better  role  definition  to  figure  out  time  allocation.  Solid  Waste  will  track 
Moscone's  waste  and  demo  project  as  a  pilot  project  case  study,  they  will  also  offer  technical  assistance,  perform 
sustainable  materials  outreach,  contingent  on  available  funds,  and  contact  numbers  in  the  guidelines. 

2.  Areas  Not  Covered  by  the  Ordinance.  Wildlife/habitat,  drought-  resistant  plants,  bicycle,  lunch  room  and 
child  care  facilities,  and  source  reduction  ie.  paper. 

3.  Discussion  on  What  is  a  Green  Building.  Tara  Lamont  of  BOA  distributed  a  matrix  with  pilot  projects 
elements  listed.  The  above  departments  have  been  requested  to  add  individual  components  to  the  list. 

4.  Criteria  and  Goals  for  Pilot  Projects.  The  purpose  of  the  pilot  projects  is  to  test  "green"  elements  of  specific 
projects,  as  well  as  possibly  entire  buildings.  Accurate  tracking  and  monitoring  will  be  necessary. 

5.  Pilot  Projects  Review.  It  looks  like  Rec  &  Park's  Pavillion  project  will  be  one  of  the  REB  program's  "green" 
buildings.  Barbara  Bernardini  will  track  the  Moscone  Expansion  as  a  case  study  for  Construction  and  Demolition 
Management.  The  design  phase  of  the  PUC  building  at  525  Golden  Gate  will  not  begin  until  March/April,  2000. 
The  Planning  department  is  currently  performing  an  EIR.  Tara  Lamont  will  draft  a  letter  to  Andy  Moran  about 
accelerating  the  525  Golden  Gate  design  phase. 


6.  Pilot  Project  Funding.  Put  off  until  the  REB  Coordinator  hired. 


7.  Guidelines.  DENV  has  received  from  BOE  a  mandatory  measures  fact  sheet  with  resources,  and  from  PUC  the 
list  of  approved  vendors  for  showerheads  and  toilets  with  a  list  of  costs  for  installation  of  hardware.  DENV  has 
also  received  Indoor  Air  Quality  (IAQ)  guidelines  from  Rajiv  Bhatia  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.

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1.  CA.  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board  (CIWMB)  Presentation.  Tom  Estes  reported  that 
the  Board  is  developing  an  Executive  Level  Committee  to  raise  awareness  and  create  "buy-in"  for 
green  State  Buildings.  Eileen  Adams,  the  Secretary  for  State  and  Consumer  Services  (above  General 
Services)  is  the  highest  level  state  person  on  the  committee  and  she  is  very  supportive.  CIWMB 
would  like  to  keep  a  cabinet  level  person  involved.  Kathy  Frevert  is  working  on  a  charter  for  the 
committee.  The  executive  committee  will  look  at  10-12  state  building  projects. 

The  Board  is  working  with  the  Department  of  General  Services.  The  greenest  state  building  project  is 
the  East  End  Complex,  5  buildings  east  of  Capital  Park.  It  is  too  large  to  be  a  pilot  project,  but  what  is 
unique  is  the  project's  "Design  Build"  approach  (not  the  usual  state  process).  It  is  a  green  retrofit.  The 
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CIWMB  has  $325k  available  to  fund  local  governments  and  non-profits  to  enhance  green  building 
programs  (money  needs  to  be  spent  by  April  30,  2001). 

CIWMB  expects  to  have  green  building  guidelines  developed  within  18  months  with  help  from  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  the  architectural  community.  CIWMB,  along  with  the  US  Green 
Building  Council  has  applied  for  an  EPA  grant.  The  Board  is  also  pursuing  exploring  green  building 
schools  and  low-income  housing.  They  have  a  $300k  budget,  and  $250k  for  recycled  materials.  They 
are  looking  for  markets  for  recycled  materials. 

SB280  is  a  2-year  bill  to  develop  green  building  standards.  CIWMB  will  be  involved  with 
specification  development,  and  will  be  working  with  The  Department  of  Health  Services  on 
measurements,  pay  backs,  and  benefit  analysis.  The  Department  of  Finance  is  complying  with  Title 
24  and  will  go  beyond.  Worker  productivity  values  will  be  more  difficult  to  prove  (less  employees  & 
more  absenteeism  may  be  one  measurement).  Measurement  of  sustainable  product  success  is  also 
difficult. 

CIWMB  is  also  working  with  the  Air  Resources  Board,  the  Department  of  General  Services,  and  the 
Department  of  Energy  Assessment  (water  not  involved).  The  guidelines  will  include  energy,  IAQ, 
use  of  product,  worker  productivity  and  well-being,  and  will  be  evaluation  driven.  The  CA  Green 
Building  Council  (if  funded  to  be  in  existence)  will  develop  a  rating  system  starting  from  LEED.  The 
Innovative  Building  Review  program  in  Santa  Barbara  has  a  range  of  incentives  for  builders  such  as 
an  expedited  plan  check,  a  30%  time  reduction  for  the  Building  and  Safety  division,  etc. 

2.  CIWMB/EPA  Grant  Proposal.  Francesca  Vietor  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  (DENV) 
sent  a  letter  of  support  for  the  U.S.  EPA  Sustainable  Development  Challenge  grant  proposal  to 
support  the  creation  of  a  California  Green  Building  Council  by  the  CIWMB.  The  DENV  will  provide 
$lk  worth  of  in-kind  services. 

3.  Update  on  Hiring  Process.  Francesca  reported  that  the  hiring  committee  has  interviewed  6 
candidates  for  the  REB  Coordinator,  but  no  decision  has  been  made  for  selecting  a  final  candidate. 

4.  Pilot  Projects  Review.  13  pilot  projects  were  submitted  by  various  City  departments.  Most  of 
submissions  were  alterations  and  remodels  (versus  whole  buildings).  It  was  questioned  whether 
environmental  landscaping  should  qualify.  For  pilot  project  selection  criteria,  it  was  suggested  that 
proposals  be  put  on  a  matrix.  Glenn  suggested  the  following:

The  question  was  asked  whether  departments  know  they  will  need  to  spend  an  additional  1%  up  front, 
but  they  will  then  recover  1 1%  savings.  It  was  suggested  that  pilot  projects  should  be  disqualified  if 
they  can't  meet  basic  criteria. 

It  was  agreed  that  Barbara  and  Glenn  will  take  the  lead  on  applying  for  a  CIWMB  grant.  The  grant 
proposal  will  be  for  materials,  for  technical  assistance  with  a  target  towards  recycling  materials,  and 
for  525  Golden  Gate.  For  525  Golden  Gate,  each  Task  Force  department  shall  develop  a  criteria  for 
their  piece,  and  make  another  list  of  what  is  not  covered,  and  delegate  the  responsibility,  such  as 
ecosystem  management,  landscaping,  green  roofs,  etc. 

Specifications  need  to  be  developed  for  the  selection  of  an  acceptable  green  design.  The  Task  Force 
should  use  the  criteria  that  the  CIWMB  put  together  as  a  resource,  where  20%  of  the  scoring  went  to 
sustainable  design. 

To  track  what  mandatory  requirements  City  departments  are  already  in  compliance  with,  it  was 
suggested  that  a  survey  could  be  sent  to  the  REB  departmental  contacts  ie.  are  you  recycling  your 
fluorescent  tubes?  Construction  projects  could  be  tracked  via  the  permitting  process.  The  question  is 
what  level  to  exceed  Title  24,  or  other  requirements.  The  Moscone  Expansion  Project  is  expected  to 
exceed  Title  24  requirements  (but  may  be  held  up  because  the  contractor  is  not  coming  up  with 
insurance). 

Also  for  tracking  purposes,  a  City  building  map  may  be  obtained  through  DPW's  Office  of 
Geographic  Data  Services,  which  has  a  database  of  City  owned  buildings  and  revenue  generators.  The 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI)  could  be  the  data  collection  point.  A  check  list  could  be  on 
the  cover  of  the  building  permit  for  the  plan  check  person,  along  with  educational  information  on 
green  buildings.  Schools  and  Hospitals  are  exempt  from  state  energy  requirements,  so  they  do  not  go 
through  DBI.

1.  Healthy  Buildings:  Alternatives  to  Toxics  in  Construction.  Jackie  distributed  flyers  about  the 
conference,  which  will  be  February  3,  2000  from  noon-7  pm  at  Koret  Auditorium  in  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library.  Feature  speakers  include  David  Gottfried  (USGBC),  Anthony  Bernheim  (FAIA),  Ted 
Schettler  (MD.,MPH),  Deborah  Wallace  (Ph,D),  Ken  Geiser  (Lowell  Center  for  Sustainable 
production),  Greg  VanMechelen  (ADPSR),  Victoria  Schomer  (ASID),  David  Kibbey  (ADPSR).  and 
Francesca  Vietor  (DENV).  Task  Force  members  are  encouraged  to  circulate  the  flyer. 

The  conference  is  a  nexus  opportunity  for  the  Dioxin  resolution.,  and  the  REB  Ordinance.  The  Building 
Owners  &  Managers  Association  (BOMA)  is  having  an  event  in  December  that  may  present 
opportunity  for  outreach  regarding  the  conference. 


2.  Report  from  Tara  Lamont  and  Philip  Sowers  on  the  "Mainstreaming  Green"  conference  in 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  Tara  Lamont  gave  a  brief  overview  of  her  presentation  to  30  BOA  staff  on 
November  9,  on  the  green  building  conference  she  attended  in  Tennessee.  She  explained  how  the  public 
sector  is  taking  the  lead  on  green  building  development. 
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Nigel  Howard,  from  the  UK,  has  developed  a  software  for  architects  to  use  for  the  assessment  of 
materials'  effects  on  global  warming.  The  UK  and  Canada  are  ahead  of  the  US  with  green  building 
programs.  The  US  is  spending  $1  billion  on  post  offices. 

Tara  discussed  another  rating  system  that  was  presented  at  the  conference  called  Building  Research 
Establishment  Environmental  Assessment  Method  (BREEAM),  which  is  similar  to  LEED  but  further 
developed.  There  was  general  consensus  that  the  Task  Force  wants  to  strive  for  a  "silver"  LEED  rating. 

3.  525  Golden  Gate  Pilot  Project  Planning.  The  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  disclosed  that 
525  Golden  Gate  may  be  too  tall  by  several  stories,  and  that  the  design  may  not  be  finished  within  3 
years.  The  building  would  be  more  sustainable  if  it  were  continually  used,  such  as  having  a 
conference/theater  facility  that  would  include  evening  use.  The  DENV  needs  new  offices  with  public 
access  space.  525  Golden  Gate  may  be  an  appropriate  building  for  this  use.  The  environmental  use  may 
help  draw  corporate  funding.  The  decision  will  be  made  by  the  PUC  and  the  Mayor.  The  City  may  use 
a  "Design  Build"  lease,  a  lease  with  the  option  to  buy. 

4.  Other  Pilot  Projects.  Current  pilot  project  selection  criteria  was  reviewed.  There  was  agreement  that 
project  scheduling  needs  to  be  added  to  the  criteria.  Muni  has  a  potentially  big  project,  the  Metro  East 
Maintenance  Facility.  They  could  use  good  PR,  but  not  delays.  The  DENV  will  draft  letters  to  the 
departments  listed  in  the  Ordinance,  that  have  not  yet  responded  as  well  as  to  the  Juvenile  Probation 
Department  (which  is  planning  a  new  Youth  Guidance  Center),  and  the  Zoo.  A  letter  will  be  sent  to 
pilot  project  departments  to  better  "sell"  the  REB  program.  It  will  explain  life  cycle  cost  savings, 
increased  worker  productivity,  lessened  absenteeism,  etc.,  and  better  defining  "green"  buildings.  Philip 
Sowers  has  a  list  from  Pennsylvania  of  "green"  features  and  goals,  including  how  well  they  have  been 
met.  Danielle  Dowers  has  case  studies. 

The  new  REB  Coordinator  will  go  to  Rec  &  Park's  team  meetings,  to  get  details  about  their  pilot 
projects.  Tara  Lamont  has  been  in  contact  with  War  Memorial.  The  Academy  of  Sciences  will  issue  a 
bond  measure  in  March  to  upgrade  the  Steinhardt  Aquarium.  This  could  potentially  be  a  pilot  project 
with  REB  language  incorporated  into  the  measures  language. 

5.  Selection  Criteria  Matrix.  Jackie  Daries  distributed  a  list  of  the  Pilot  Project  proposals,  and  a 
matrix  of  the  pilots  with  selection  criteria.  The  Task  Force  selected  the  PUC  building  at  525  Golden 
Gate  and  Rec  &  Park's  Visitacion  Valley  Clubhouse  as  Pilot  Projects.  The  Task  Force  is  still 
considering  Rec  &  Park's  Mission  District  New  Park  and  the  Airport's  Industrial  Waste  System 
Improvements  and  Reclamation.  Daniel  Rourke  from  PUC's  Water  Pollution  Prevention  Program 
agreed  to  get  more  information  about  the  Airport  Waste  System  project.  The  remaining  projects  were 
not  selected  because  they  are  too  far  along  in  the  design  phase  or  too  small  in  scope.  The  DENV  will 
send  letters  explaining  that  the  Task  Force  is  looking  for  projects  that  are  very  early  in  the  design 
phase,  include  state-of-the-art  technology  and/or  design  features,  and/or  that  demonstrate  resource- 
efficiency  and  sustainability.  The  letters  will  solicit  additional  projects.

1 .  Introduction  of  the  New  REB  Coordinator.  Ellen  Rubinstein's  first  day  on  the  job  was  January 
3.2000. 


2.  City  Department  Compliance  with  REB  Ordinance-  Tracking  &  Monitoring.  In  order  to  keep 
good  numbers,  Cal  Broomhead  stressed  the  need  for  a  database,  including  the  tracking  of  time  for  the 
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REB  Coordinator,  Task  Force  members  and  consultants.  San  Francisco  could  be  a  good  data  point  for 
other  cities  and  counties. 

The  Task  Force  discussed  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI)'s  possible  role  in  monitoring 
compliance  since  the  DBI  permitting  process  has  a  built  in  check  point.  There  could  be  a  check  list 
developed  that  those  applying  for  a  permit  would  be  required  to  fill  out  to  monitor  compliance.  When 
Departments  apply  for  a  building  permit,  they  could  fill  out  a  simple  form.  There  is  already  an 
Accessibility  checklist  that  is  filled  out,  perhaps  REB  components  could  be  added. 

An  International  Building  Code  (IBC)  is  being  developed  and  is  expected  to  take  effect  2001.  It  is 
more  lenient  than  the  existing  codes  that  apply  to  San  Francisco.  What  would  a  model  code  for  the 
US  look  like?  The  state  code,  including  Title  24,  overrides  city  code.  The  DENV  can  contact 
Lawrence  Kornfield  of  Technical  Services  for  more  information. 

3.  Specific  Subject  Area  Coordination  ie.  Visitacion  Valley.  There  was  general  discussion  on  how 
all  REB  components  will  be  included  in  pilot  projects  and  how  best  to  coordinate  all  of  the  pieces. 
The  DENV  should  play  the  lead  coordinating  role.  Maintenance  people  and  engineers  must  be 
informed  and  brought  into  the  process.  A  kick-off  meeting  for  each  of  the  selected  pilot  projects 
should  take  place  to  assure  that  all  of  the  components  are  discussed.  The  Visitacion  Valley  project 
will  go  out  to  bid  in  June,  but  may  be  pushed  back  to  September.  A  meeting  with  the  project 
architect,  Andy  Meloney,  Francesca  Vietor,  Ellen  Rubinstein,  Tony  Leung,  Tara  Lamont  and  Cal 
Broomhead  will  be  held  on  January  5. 

4.  Missing  Subject  Area  Coordination.  Several  issue  areas  are  not  included  in  the  Ordinance. 
These  include  recycled  and  hazardous  materials,  paint  and  carpet  off-gassing,  and  others.  Regarding 
Indoor  Air  Quality  (IAQ),  Art  Bree  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI)  reported  that 
the  1999  ASHRAE  standards  have  been  released.  The  Ordinance  refers  to  the  1989  standards. 

5.  Pilot  Projects 

•    Visitacion  Valley-  Representative  from  Recreation  &  Park  to  Brainstorm.  Tony  Leung, 
Recreation  &  Park  architect,  reported  that  Visitacion  Valley  used  to  be  an  agricultural  area.  The 
project  will  not  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (BOS).  It  will  need  approval  from  the 
Recreation  &  Park  Commission,  the  community/public  and  the  Art  Commission.  The  Recreation 
'  &  Park  department  has  an  in-house  public  relations  person  who  can  help  with  publicity. 

.    525  Golden  Gate.  On  December  21 ,  Francesca  Vietor  met  with  Tony  Irons,  the  City  Architect. 
Mr.  Irons  reported  that  the  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  has  qualified  525  Golden  Gate  as 
a  pilot  project.  In  April,  2000,  the  BOS  will  decide  whether  to  accept  the  EIR  and  the  building 
will  be  transferred  from  the  state  to  the  city.  The  height  of  the  building  will  now  be  1 1  stories. 
The  project  is  estimated  to  be  completed  January  1,  2003. 
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The  Pavilion.  Tony  Irons  suggested  that  we  still  consider  the  Recreation  &  Park  Pavilion  as  a 
pilot  project,  as  it  can  provide  us  with  valuable,  additional  green  buildings  information.  The 
project  manager.  Mike  Nicoson  from  Friends  of  Recreation  &  Parks  can  brief  Task  Force 
members.  Tara  Lamont  suggested  a  possible  drainage  problem  with  the  building. 

6.  Trainings.  There  was  general  discussion  that  trainings  need  to  take  place  on  the  individual 
components  of  the  Ordinance  (energy,  water,  etc.)  as  well  as  for  staff  on  the  overall  Ordinance  and 
program  (Cal  Broomhead  suggested  a  separate  meeting  to  discuss  trainings  and  how  much  money 
departments  have  available  for  training).  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  has  a  training 
coordinator;  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  (BEC)  has  training  resources;  The  Bureau  of 
Architecture  (BOA)  does  not  have  technical  training  resources.  The  Department  of  the  Environment 
(DENV)  can  assist  by  developing  a  training  proposal.  Each  department  responsible  for  REB 
components  can  kick  in  their  piece.  The  training  should  be  hands-on. 

7.  Announcements.  Francesca  reported  that  the  deadline  for  the  California  Integrated  Waste 
Management  Board  (CIWMB)  grant  was  missed,  but  they  are  still  supportive  of  funding  our  program 
in  three  areas:  1)  training,  2)  an  educational/demonstration  "Ecocenter"  outfitted  with  sustainable 
information  and  building  materials,  and  3)  the  specific  use  of  recycled  content  materials  (ties  in  with 
the  50%  land-fill  diversion  mandate).  They  have  agreed  to  make  consultant  David  Gottfried,  founder 
of  the  U.S.  Green  Building  Council,  available  for  technical  assistance.  The  CIWMB  has  not 
committed  to  a  specific  dollar  amount  for  our  program,  but  in  addition  to  the  $325,000  grant  funds, 
the  CIWMB  has  access  to  an  additional  $2-3  million  for  programs  in  California.

•  Alison  Stewart  Cocotis  from  the  City  Attorney's  office  was  in  attendance  to 
ensure  that  the  Task  Force  (TF)  meeting  is  in  compliance  with  the  new 
Sunshine  ordinance.  The  City  Attorney's  office  has  determined  that  the  REB 
TF  is  a  "policy  body"  and  that  "passive  meeting"  rules  apply. 

•  Allison  will  draft  TF  bylaws  and  present  them  for  possible  adoption  at  the 
next  TF  meeting  (due  to  this  possible  change  in  TF  rules,  the  agenda  for  the 
next  TF  meeting  must  be  posted  10  days  in  advance).  Allison  will  also 
provide  information  on  TF  voting  issues  (e.g.  quorums)at  the  next  meeting. 

•  Jackie  Minor,  the  City  Attorney's  office  Sunshine  Ordinance  expert,  will 
provide  a  briefing  next  month. 

•  Ellen  will  attend  Prop  G  training  on  January  13,  2000,  at  City  Hall  (Rm  201, 
9:30am). 

2.  Process  for  Coordinating  Task  Force  input:  DISCUSSION 

•  BOA  currendy  uses  a  two-stage  MOU  process.  The  first  stage  establishes 
basic  building  design,  schedule  &  budget.  Once  the  client  department  accepts 
the  first  MOU,  BOA  and  the  client  work  together  to  develop  the  second- 
stage  MOU  with  more  specific  design,  schedule,  and  budget  information. 

•  Appropriate  timing  for  TF's  involvement  in  the  design  process:  for  buildings 
far  along  in  the  design  process,  the  TF  will  encourage  the  use  of  green 
materials;  for  buildings  in  the  initial  planning  stages,  the  TF's  approach  must 
be  positive  and  succinct.  DENV  will  work  to  define  appropriate  early 
interaction  points. 

o  Ellen  is  working  on  expanding  the  checklist  of  key  green  design 
elements.  She  will  serve  as  the  central  clearinghouse  for  gathering 
green  building  materials,  compiling  input  from  the  TF  on  selecting 
elements  most  appropriate  to  each  project,  and  working  with  the 
designer/architect  to  incorporate  these  suggestions. 

o  To  assist  the  TF  in  designing  its  training  curriculum,  the  TF  may 

develop  a  questionnaire  to  ask  architects  and  designers  about  the  green 
building  issues  they  would  like  to  learn  more  about. 

3.  Report  on  Visitacion  Valley  meetings:  DISCUSSION 

•  Two  meetings  were  held  on  January  5,  2000  on  the  Visitacion  Valley 
Clubhouse.  Because  the  project  is  fairly  far  along  in  the  design  process,  the 
project  may  serve  as  a  case  study  of  influencing  the  design  later  on  in  the 
process. 

•  This  building  must  exceed  the  mandatory  requirements  in  order  to  serve  as  a 
pilot  project. 

•  Green  components  discussed  at  the  meetings  include  PV  panels  for  security 
lighting,  skylights,  onsite  water  retention,  and  appropriate  landscaping.  Ellen 
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is  compiling  green  design  suggestions  for  this  project;  all  additional  TF 
suggestions  should  be  forwarded  to  her. 

4.  Other  [candidate]  pilot  projects:  DISCUSSION 

•  Moscone  Center  expansion:  Since  the  bid  for  the  project's  construction 
was  released  on  12/6/99  (and  bids  are  due  back  on  2/29/00),  the  project  will 
not  be  an  REB  pilot. 

o  The  demolition  portion  of  the  project  is  a  pilot  for  the  Solid  Waste 

Management  Program  (SWMP):  SWMP  is  tracking  landfill  diversion 

rates  and  developing  a  report  based  on  this  data, 
o  Ellen  will  meet  with  Joyce  Oishi  (on  Jan.  25)  to  discuss  project's 

construction  phase-specifically,  the  project's  compliance  with  the  REB 

mandatory  measures. 

•  Mission  New  Park:  Landscape  work  is  proceeding.  Ellen  will  contact  Tony 
Leung  to  check  on  the  project's  progress  and  provide  an  update  to  the  TF. 

•  Fire  department  buildings:  Of  the  40  firehouses  slated  for  renovation,  35 
have  been  completed.  Of  the  remaining  five,  two  are  almost  completed,  and 
the  other  three  are  well  into  the  design  process.  While  none  of  the  35  were 
REB  pilot  projects,  Phil  Sowers  noted  that  re-claimed  wood,  natural 
linoleum,  and  water-based  paints  were  used  in  some  of  the  projects.  Cal 
Broomhead  also  worked  on  many  of  the  firehouse  projects  to  incorporate 
energy-efficient  equipment. 

o  The  REB  program  may  track  the  firehouse  renovations  to  validate 

compliance  with  mandatory  REB  measures, 
o  Phil  Sowers  suggested  the  new  waterfront  headquarters  building  as  a 

candidate  pilot  project  because  it  is  not  as  far  along  as  the  others  and 

has  high  visibility. 

•  Juvenile  Probation  building:  Juvenile  Probation  has  proposed  the  new 
Youth  Guidance  Center  (YGC)  as  a  pilot  project.  BOA  will  oversee  the 
project,  while  a  private  architectural  firm  has  primary  responsibility  for  its 
design.  Estimated  project  cost  is  $48  million.  Ellen  will  explore  the  status  of 
the  YGC  project  and  report  back  to  the  TF. 

•  Laguna  Honda  replacement:  The  Department  of  Public  Health  is 
replacing  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $250  million.  Ellen 
will  explore  the  status  of  the  project  and  report  back  to  the  TF.

•  Alison  Stewart-Cocotis  presented  changes  to  Sections  1  and  4  of  the  bylaws  based  on  the 
TF's  input  from  the  last  meeting.  The  TF  suggested  one  additional  edit  to  Section  1 .  Any 
suggestions  for  further  changes  should  be  submitted  to  Ellen  before  the  next  meeting,  at 
which  time  the  Task  Force  will  vote  to  adopt  the  bylaws. 

•  The  bylaws  now  state  that  the  TF  will  meet  monthly.  The  TF  discussed  altering  the  wording 
so  that  the  entire  TF  would  meet  less  frequently  (e.g.,  bimonthly),  and  form  subcommittees 
(to  focus,  for  example,  on  guidelines,  training,  pilot  projects,  final  report,  funding,  and 
tracking  database)  that  would  meet  more  frequently.  While  the  TF  is  receptive  to  forming 
subcommittees,  the  entire  TF  will  continue  to  meet  monthly  for  the  time  being. 

1 .    Status  of  Candidate  Pilot  Projects 

a.  Asian  Art  Museum  Auditorium 

Cost  overruns  on  the  main  museum  building  have  necessitated  that  die  project  team 
focus  on  fundraising  activities.  Planning  for  the  auditorium  is  therefore  on  hold  for  a 
year  or  more. 

b.  Port  of  SF:  Pier  1;  Piers  30  &  32 

O  Pier  1  is  a  strong  candidate  for  an  REB  pilot  project:  the  pier  is  a  historic  building 
(therefore  not  subject  to  Title  24)  yet  exceeds  Title  24  by  10%  and  includes  a  number 
of  other  "green"  elements.  Although  already  under  construction,  BOA  will  be  able  to 
learn  a  great  deal  about  the  building's  green  components  and  systems  by  performing 
commissioning  and  monitoring  on  the  building. 

The  Port,  however,  will  occupy  only  1/3  of  Pier  1  (private  tenants  will  occupy  the 
other  2/3).  Before  the  project  can  officially  become  an  REB  pilot,  the  REB  program 
and  the  Port  must  work  together  to  determine  whether  BOA  will  be  allowed  access 
to  die  non-Port-occupied  areas  to  conduct  REB-related  monitoring  activities. 

O  Plans  for  Piers  30  &  32  (the  cruise  ship  terminal)  are  currently  in  the  schematic 
design  phase.  Though  the  project  may  offer  many  green  building  opportunities,  its 
schedule  may  not  coincide  with  the  REB  program's  timeframe. 

C.    Muni:  Islais  Creek 

Muni  has  proposed  its  planned  Islais  Creek  maintenance  and  operations  facility  as  a 
candidate  REB  pilot  project.  The  facility  will  be  located  at  the  western  end  of  the 
Islais  Creek  Channel,  near  1-280. 

Several  TF  representatives  have  met  with  the  Muni  team  to  discuss  the  project's 
potential  as  a  pilot;  both  the  REB  and  Muni  teams  are  optimistic  about  the 
opportunities  to  "green"  the  building.  Cal,  Phil,  and  Ellen  are  reviewing  the  latest  set 
of  plans  and  will  compile  a  list  of  recommendations  to  discuss  with  the  Muni  team 
over  the  next  several  weeks. 

d.  Department  of  Human  Services:  pigeon  control  and  exclusion  project 

Ellen  sent  a  letter  to  the  Department  of  Human  Services  declining  their  proposed 
pilot  project  since  it  does  not  include  any  innovative  pigeon  control  techniques. 

e.  Department  of  the  Environment's  new  office:  1212  Market  Street 
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The  build-out  of  1212  Market  will  incorporate  a  number  of  green  materials  (e.g., 
paint,  flooring  materials),  as  well  as  a  public  outreach  area  with  resource-efficient 
building  displays.  Projected  move-in  date  is  July  2000.  The  TF  concluded  that  1212 
Market  will  be  an  REB  pilot  project. 

f .    Moscone  Center  Expansion 

The  diversion  of  this  project's  construction  and  demolition  debris  from  landfill  has 
served  as  a  case  study  for  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program.  The  project  may 
also  serve  as  an  REB  pilot  project  from  an  operations  and  maintenance  point  of 

view. 

3.  Assess  Pilot  Project  Criteria  with  Respect  to  Current  List  of  Candidate  Projects 

•  Referring  to  the  REB  Program  Pilot  Project  Tracking  Sheet  (updated  March  7,  2000)  and  the  list 
of  REB  pilot  project  goals  given  in  the  ordinance,  the  TF  discussed  pilot  project  selection 
criteria  and  descriptive  information  to  be  collected  for  each  project.  Conclusions  reached 
include: 

O  Pilot  projects  are  not  subject  to  minimum  size  constraints  (e.g.,  square  feet, 

construction  cost). 
O  Pilots  must  exhibit  significant  public  education  opportunities. 
O  "Scheduling"  and  "funding"  should  be  included  as  criteria  categories. 
O  Pilot  project  description  should  include  project  elements  that  will  be  commissioned 

and  monitored. 

O  Pilot  project  description  may  include  project-specific  specialist  /  consultant 

recommendations  (e.g.,  Cal  Broomhead  for  "energy  conservation;"  David  Gottfried 
for  "green  materials"). 

•  Based  on  the  above  discussion,  Ellen  will  develop  a  revised  "pilot  project  criteria  list." 

•  Guidelines  developed  or  adopted  by  the  TF  will  serve  as  suggestions  (not  mandator)' 
requirements)  for  the  pilot  project  design  teams. 

•  Rather  than  the  entire  TF  becoming  involved  with  the  details  of  each  pilot  project,  the  TF 
will  serve  in  an  advisory  role  to  each  of  the  pilot  design  teams. 

4.  Calendar  of  Outside  Trainings 

Ellen  provided  the  TF  with  a  list  of  green-building-related  training  sessions,  workshops,  and 
conferences  offered  by  various  organizations  outside  the  City.  She  requested  that  TF 
members  review  the  list  and  send  her  information  about  other  events  to  be  added  to  the  list. 

5.  Bureau  of  Architecture's  Green  Building  Specialty  Team 

A  group  of  architects  within  BOA  has  assembled  to  form  the  Green  Building  Specialty 
Team.  Green  Building  Team  members,  who  participate  on  a  voluntary  basis,  span  the 
different  BOA  building-type  teams.  The  Green  Building  Specialty  Team  will  meet  regularly 
to  discuss  and  learn  about  green  building  technologies  and  design  techniques.  As  green 
building  information  becomes  more  widely  disseminated,  and  as  green  building  practices 
become  standard  practice,  the  team  envisions  itself  gradually  phasing  out. 

6.  REB  budget/funding 

•  The  Department  of  the  Environment  has  worked  out  a  process  through  which  it  will  make 
disbursements  of  REB  program  funds  to  BOA. 

•  Ellen  is  working  with  the  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board  (CIWMB)  on  a 
grant  for  the  REB  program.  The  initial  grant  is  expected  to  cover  WorldBuild  Technology's 
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staff  time  for  specifying  and  procuring  green  building  materials  (at  a  reduced  cost)  for  REB 
pilot  projects.  Additional  funding  from  CIWMB  may  be  available  in  the  near  future  to  cover 
REB  training  and  "seed  money"  for  the  procurement  of  green  building  materials. 

7.  Announcements 

•  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  recently  issued  an  REP  for  "Local  Government  Initiatives  (Codes 
and  Standards  Programs)"  to  promote  construction  that  exceeds  Title  24.  Ellen  will  attend 
the  pre-bid  meeting  on  March  15.  After  that,  assuming  the  City  decides  to  apply  for  this 
funding,  she  will  strategize  with  BEC  on  the  proposal's  content. 

•  The  TF  is  interested  in  the  status  of  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  project  and  its  potential  to 
be  an  REB  pilot  project.  Ellen  will  follow  up. 

•  Tara  requested  that  the  US  Green  Building  Council  present  its  LEED  rating  system  to  the 
Task  Force.  Ellen  will  follow  up. 

•  Cal,  Phil,  and  Ellen  will  be  meeting  over  the  next  several  weeks  to  discuss:  (1)  general  REB 
guidelines;  and  (2)  resource-efficiency  suggestions  specific  to  Muni's  planned  Islais  Creek 
facility.  They  will  report  on  their  progress  at  the  April  TF  meeting.

Phil  Sowers  provided  an  overview  of  the  workshop,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Sustainable 
Buildings  Industry  Council,  including: 
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•  The  deliverables  to  expect  from  a  consultant  at  various  stages  of  building  design  m  terms  of 
siting/ orientation,  energy  efficiency,  materials,  indoor  air  quality,  etc. 

•  Energy- 10  building  simulation  model:  appears  to  be  a  very  useful  tool;  can  be  learned  in  just 
a  few  hours;  cost  is  $250,  including  training 

1 .  Briefing  on  May  25  Board  of  Supervisors'  Public  Health  and 
Environment  Committee  Meeting 

The  hearing,  sponsored  by  Supervisor  Yaki,  focused  on  the  feasibility  of  drafting 
photovoltaic  (PY — or  solar)  energy  legislation  for  CCSF. 

•  Speakers  included:  Francesca  Yietor  (Director,  CCSF  Department  of  the  Environment), 
David  Menzel  (Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power),  Yince  Schwent  (California  Energy 
Commission,  Renewables  Program),  Bill  Burke  (Pacific  Gas  &  Electric,  Pacific  Energy 
Center),  and  David  Gottfried  (WorldBuild  Technologies).  In  addition,  members  of  the 
pubic,  including  representatives  from  various  CCSF  agencies,  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  advocacy  groups,  and  solar  power  companies  provided  comments. 

•  All  speakers  were  supportive  of  renewable  energy  sources  in  general,  and  solar  energy  in 
particular.  The  costs  for  solar  energy  have  been  going  down  in  recent  years,  and  the  system 
efficiencies  have  been  improving. 

•  The  speakers  emphasized,  however,  that  a  renewable  energy  program  for  CCSF  should  not 
be  considered  in  isolation:  energy  efficiency  is  also  a  key  component  of  a  sustainable  energy  policy. 

•  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power  already  is  planning  to  develop  several  small-scale  renewable 
energy  pilot  projects. 

•  Supervisor  Yaki  was  very  enthusiastic  about  the  prospect  of  developing  solar  energy  sites  in 
San  Francisco.  He  will  work  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  Department  of  the 
Environment,  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power  to  draft  legislation  for  PYs  on  City 
emergency  and  other  facilities. 

1 .  Status  of  Pilot  Projects 

As  of  June  1,  2000,  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  and  the  REB  Task  Force  have  selected  a  total 
of  8  pilot  projects.  This  exceeds  the  requirement  of  the  REB  ordinance,  which  states  that  a 
total  of  5-7  pilot  projects  must  be  selected  by  June  1,  2000. 

The  REB  pilot  projects  are: 

a.  525  Golden  Gate 

CCSF  recently  purchase  the  site  (and  the  building  that  currently  exists  on  the  site) 
from  the  State  of  California.  The  existing  building  will  be  demolished  and  a  new, 
exemplar)'  "green"  office  building  will  be  constructed  in  its  place.  The  environmental 
impact  report  is  currently  underway  and  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of 

2000. 

b.  California  Academy  of  Sciences 

The  Academy  is  currently  negotiating  its  contract  with  the  lead  architect,  a  well- 
known  "green"  designer.  The  renovated  facility  will  integrate  numerous  resource- 
efficient  features  into  the  building's  design,  as  well  as  showcase  these  features  in  the 
museum's  educational  displays. 

C.    Department  of  the  Environment:  (SFEnvironment)  New  Office,  11  Grove 
Street 
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SFEnvironment's  new  office  is  nearing  completion;  expected  move-in  date  is  mid-  to 
late-July. 

d.  Laguna  Honda  Hospital 

Interviews  for  the  project's  Executive  Architect  will  be  held  in  mid-July. 
SFEnvironment  is  working  with  the  project  manager  to  incorporate  interview 
questions  that  assess  bidders'  vision  for,  receptivity  to,  and  prior  experience  with 
resource-efficient  buildings. 

e.  Moscone  Expansion  (Moscone  West) 

The  "diversion  of  construction  and  demolition  debris  from  landfill"  portion  of  this 
project  is  a  REB  pilot  project.  If  solar  panels  are  installed  on  the  roof  (a  concept  that 
is  currently  in  the  initial  phases  of  discussion),  this  pilot  project  may  be  expanded  to 
include  solar  power  generation  as  well. 

f .  Muni:  Islais  Creek 

This  bus  maintenance  and  storage  facility  is  currently  going  through  the  approval 
processes  at  Muni  and  at  the  Arts  Commission.  The  project  architect  is  very 
receptive  to  working  with  the  REB  Task  Force  to  help  ensure  the  facility's  resource- 
efficiency. 

g.  Visitacion  Valley  Clubhouse 

Design  documents  are  now  being  completed  for  this  project.  Construction  is 
expected  to  begin  in  late-2000  or  early-2001. 

h.  West  End  Pavilion  in  Golden  Gate  Park 

Friends  of  Recreation  &  Parks  are  currently  completing  design  and  fund-raising  for  this 
clubhouse,  which  will  include  a  living  roof  as  well  as  other  resource-efficient  features.

3.   REB  Ordinance,  Draft  of  LEED  Silver  Ordinance  Amendment  - 


a)  MUNI  has  developed  a  map  for  the  Compliance  Guide  that  shows  all  locations  within  the  City  that  are 
within  lA  mile  of  two  public  transportation  routes.  .  More  than  90%  of  the  buildings  in  San  Francisco  meet 
this  LEED  public  transportation  credit  requirement.  This  provides  for  an  automatic  point  for  nearly  every 
project  the  City  does  as  well  as  projects  in  the  private  sector.  An  electronic  copy  of  the  map  will  be  sent  to 
all  REB  Task  Force  members  and  representatives  and  SFE  will  look  into  posting  it  on  their  web  site. 

b)  The  structure  of  the  subcommittee  that  reviews  the  Initial  Sustainability  Assessments  was  discussed.  The 
City  attorney  will  be  asked  about  the  authority  for  reviews  and  the  required  structure  of  the  committee  as  it 
pertains  to  the  number  of  members  and  frequency  of  meetings. 

c)  A  question  was  asked  regarding  the  review  process  for  excemption  requests  and  whether  or  not  they  go  to 
the  Task  Force  Members  for  review  prior  to  being  sent  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment .

3.  LEED  Silver  Ordinance  Update 

•  Mark  Palmer  (MP)  announced  that  the  LEED  Siver  Amendment  to  the  Resource-Efficient  Building 
Ordinance  passed  its  first  full  Board  of  Supervisors  reading  on  Monday  May  1 1 .  The  second  and  final 
reading  is  scheduled  for  the  next  Tuesday,  May  18. 

•  MP  explained  that  if  the  second  reading  passes  the  Board,  the  Ordinance  would  go  into  effect  120  days  after, 
sometime  in  late  August  or  early  September  2004. 

4.  Presentation  on  Building  Information  Modeling  (BIM)  by  representatives  from  Stanford  University's  Center  for 
Integrated  Facilities  Engineering  (CIFE)  and  from  Tapio  Koivu  of  Technical  Research  Institute  of  Finland  (VTT). 

•  John  Haymaker  from  CIFE  gave  an  overview  of  4D  modeling  software,  highlighting  its  use  as  a 
construction-scheduling  tool  through  architect  and  contractor  coordination.  He  also  mentioned  the  Virtual 
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Building  Environments  (VBE)  project,  a  research  project  focused  on  integrating  energy  modeling  and  whole 
building  modeling  softwares,  conducted  as  a  joint  effort  between  LBNL,  CIFE,  and  VTT. 

•  Tapio  Koivu  of  VTT  gave  a  presentation  on  the  activities  and  research  of  Technological  Research  Institute 
of  Finland  (VTT).  Following  up  on  what  John  Haymanker  explained,  the  VBE  project  uses  3D  models  and 
virtual  buildings  to  trouble-shoot  construction  scheduling  processes  in  advance  of  real-time  construction. 
They  are  also  developing  the  use  of  model  servers  that  are  a  repository  of  model  inputs  accessible  by  project 
stakeholders.  He  also  mentioned  the  development  of  the  "LCA-House"  database  of  commonly  used 
building  materials  and  their  related  environmental  impact  data. 

•  Howard  Yao  and  Dorian  Chau  of  Chong  Partners  Architecture  shared  their  experiences  of  using  4D 
Modeling  software  for  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  project.  They  described  working  in 
collaboration  with  WEBCOR  (contractor)  and  Graphisoft  (3D  modeling  software)  in  creating  4D  models  of 
the  building  and  receiving  advanced  data  on  cost  estimation  and  constructability  of  the  project. 

5.  Discussion  on  the  applicability  of  BIM  for  City  projects  and  possible  demonstration/pilot  project. 

•  A  brief  discussion  took  place  on  possible  collaborations  between  CIFE,  VTT,  and  the  San  Francisco  city 
departments.  Jorge  Alfaro  of  SF  DPW/BOA  suggested  a  focused  pilot  project  on  waterproofing  detailing 
for  roofing  projects.  Others  pointed  out  that  many  of  the  City's  design  professionals  might  not  have  the 
necessary  drafting  software  to  facilitate  smooth  integration  with  virtual  building  software  environments. 
Daniel  Gonzalez  (Design  Village)  stated  that  compatibilities  between  versions  of  electronic  drafting 
softwares  could  be  overcome  by  re-drawing  3D  models  from  other  older  versions  of  electronic  drafting 
softwares.

•  MP  introduced  Archie  Stephens,  Director  of  Interiors,  HOK,  Inc.,  and  David  Troup,  Mechanical  Engineer, 
HOK,  Inc. 

2.  Presentation:  LEED  Documentation  Process  by  Archie  Stephens  (AS)  and  David  Troup  (DT)  of  HOK  Inc. 

•  AS  and  DT  discussed  their  experiences  with  the  LEED  Documentation  process  for  the  renovation  of  their 
new  office  space  (a  LEED-CI  pilot  project).  Some  key  things  they  emphasized  were: 

o    At  the  very  beginning  of  the  design  process,  set  the  LEED  rating  target.  In  general,  the  LEED  points 
of  interest  are  the  "yes"  points  and  the  "maybe"  points  ("no"  points  identified  early  on  generally 
won't  play  a  significant  role  later  in  the  project).  The  key  is  to  hold  on  to  the  "yes"  points  and  then 
convert  the  "maybe"  points  to  "yes"  points. 

o    Create  and  distribute  the  Responsibility  Matrix  early  on  in  the  design  process.  The  Responsibility 
Matrix  identifies  key  project  team  personnel  and  assigns  LEED  credit  documentation  repsonsibilties 
to  that  person.  Note  that  these  team  members  will  usually  be  responsible  for  collecting 
documentation  for  multiple  LEED  credits. 

o    The  design  team  should  also  identify  a  key  LEED  Point  Person  for  the  entire  project.  This  person 
will  likely  be  a  senior  level  staff  person  who  will  be  able  to  coordinate  all  aspects  of  the  LEED 
documentation  process  (i.e.  coordinate  with  consultants,  contractors,  owner's  representatives,  etc.). 

o    Develop  a  Project  Binder  early  in  the  design  process.  This  will  serve  as  the  clearing  house  for  all 
LEED  documentation.  Create  tabbed  dividers  for  the  credits  that  will  require  documentation  (the 
"yes"  points  and  the  "maybe"  points).  Fill  in  the  sections  with  letter  templates,  drawings  (either  8 
'All"  or  folded  1  l"xl7"  sheets),  letters,  and  other  required  exhibits.  At  or  near  complaetion  of 
100%  Construction  Document  phase,  remove  the  unlikely  "maybe"  point  sections.  Note  that  some 
exhibits  will  require  a  detailed  level  of  design  so  they  may  not  be  available  until  the  very  end  of  the 
design  process. 
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o    It  is  important  to  distribute  the  LEED  Letter  Templates  and  other  submittal  requirements  to 
general  contractors  as  early  as  possible.  The  contractor  may  also  have  a  designated  LEED  point 
person,  so  know  who  this  is  and  coordinate  directly  with  them.  Also,  clearly  communicate  to  the 
other  members  of  the  design  team  regarding  the  LEED  Letter  Templates  and  other  submittal 
formats  that  may  be  required.

•  MP  stated  that  the  Department  of  Environment's  office  lease  of  1 1  Grove  Street  is  currently  being  re- 
negotiated, possibly  including  LEED-EB  certification  in  the  lease  agreement.  A  preliminary  assessment 
revealed  that  LEED  Silver  was  within  reach. 

•  Dan  Hodapp  (DH)  gave  a  summary  of  the  Port's  present  and  future  building  projects.  Task  Force 
discussed  how  LEED  standards  may  apply  to  Port  buildings  and  leaseholds.    RFPs  are  being  issued  for 
some  new  projects,  but  some,  such  as  the  cruise  ship  terminal  that  was  approved  prior  to  adoption  of  the 
LEED  Silver  ordinance,  will  not  have  a  LEED  requirement.  Waterfront  museum  projects  that  are  in  the 
planning  stages  are  incorporating  LEED  Silver  requirements.  In  general,  RFPs  need  to  be  changed  to 
incorporate  LEED  Silver  requirements.  DH  discussed  another  project,  Phase  II  of  the  Downtown  Ferry 
Terminal.  This  project,  located  in  the  historic  landmark  Agricultural  Center  building  at  Washington  and 
Embarcadero,  will  undergo  a  3-year  planning  process  with  construction  tentatively  to  begin  inn  2008. 
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•  William  Neilson  (WN)  gave  an  update  of  MTA's  building  projects.  The  Islais  Creek  MUNI  Facility,  one 
of  the  City's  green  building  pilot  projects,  is  at  85%  completion  of  design.  Currently  there  is  no  set  time 
to  begin  construction  since  funding  for  the  project  has  been  reallocated.  WN  also  gave  an  overview  of 
some  of  the  other  types  of  MTA  projects.  WN  explained  that  underground  rail  projects  such  as  the  new 
Central  Subway  project,  are  not  considered  to  be  buildings  by  MTA.  For  example,  such  projects  are  not 
required  to  meet  Title  24  energy  codes,  do  not  fall  under  the  California  Building  Code  and  are  not 
considered  to  be  structures.  Instead,  MTA  projects  are  reviewed  and  inspected  by  MTA  building  officials. 
WN  did  say  that  despite  these  circumstances,  MTA/MUNI  intends  to  follow  the  "spirit  of  the  ordinance" 
as  much  as  possible  for  its  projects  (with  regard  to  materials,  lighting).  One  specific  example  is  a  current 
specification  for  high-volume  fly  ash  concrete. 

•  Amir  Koeini  (AK)  followed  with  an  update  on  Airport  projects.  Although  in  general  there  are  no  major 
new  construction  projects  scheduled  for  the  Airport,  AK  stated  that  there  is  a  new  cargo  facility  is 
currently  in  the  RFQ  stage.  This  project,  which  involves  many  different  stakeholders,  will  be  including 
LEED  requirements.  The  majority  of  other  construction  projects  consist  of  smaller  projects  such  as 
lighting  retrofits,  mechanical  upgrades/chiller  resequencing  projects,  instituting  recycling  and  composting 
programs,  and  continuing  construction  and  demolition  waste  monitoring.  The  airport  is  also  considering 
the  installation  of  motion  sensors  for  its  mechanical  walkways  and  escalators.  AK  stated  that  Melissa 
Stephenson  (MS)  is  currently  working  on  a  revised  carpet  specification  to  require  products  that  have 
greater  recycled  content  (total  of  100,000  sq.  yards  of  carpet  divided  into  sections  that  are  replaced  every 
7-10  years).  AK  also  added  that  an  in-house  "green  team"  has  been  established  within  the  A+E 
departments. 

•  Roberto  Lombardi  (RL)  updated  the  Task  Force  on  his  involvement  on  library  projects,  acting  as  the  BCM 
construction  manager  for  the  library  bond  projects.  RL  noted  first  that  BCM  as  a  City  department  does 
not  initiate  construction  projects.  San  Francisco  Public  Libraries  is  aware  of  the  ordinance  requirements, 
but  since  the  projects  were  budgeted  and  funded  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  they  are  not  required 
to  achieve  LEED  Silver.  Nonetheless  RL  reported  that  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  project  is  attempting  a 
voluntary  LEED  certification.  RL  also  mentioned  an  ongoing  problem  at  demolition  sites  where  reusable 
and  recyclable  building  elements  are  being  discarded  instead  of  salvaged.  MP  and  RC  will  consult  with 
SFE's  recycling  team  about  options  to  address  this  situation. 

•  Mark  Dorian  (MD)  discussed  BOA  projects.  He  stated  that  BOA/DPW  works  on  building  design  and 
construction  projects  for  other  City  general  fund  departments.  Like  the  Libraries,  many  of  the  current  load 
of  projects  were  budgeted  and  funded  prior  to  adoption  of  the  LEED  Silver  ordinance.  MD  mentioned  the 
new  SFPUC  building  that  will  be  held  to  these  requirements.  He  also  stated  that  BOA's  as-needed 
consultant  contractors  are  required  to  include  LAP's  as  part  of  the  design  team. 

•  Lizzy  Hirsch  (LH)  described  Recreation  and  Parks  Departments  projects.  Currently  Rec/Park  is 
implementing  a  10-year  bond  program  (7  years  left  on  the  bond).  Since  these  projects  were  also  budgeted 
and  funded  prior  to  the  LEED  Silver  ordinance,  LH  proposed  to  use  this  interim  time  to  transition 
Rec/Park  and  DPW  staff  towards  sustainable  design  practices.  She  emphasized  that  since  DPW  staff  does 
most  of  the  design  for  Rec/Park  projects,  any  training  and  outreach  should  be  directed  accordingly. 

•  Danielle  Dowers  (DD)  gave  a  summary  of  SFPUC  projects.  DD  mentioned  the  new  SFPUC  project  that 
will  be  a  LEED  Silver  project;  Kate  Read  (SFPUC)  is  the  project  manager  and  Stanley  So  (BOA/  DPW)  is 
the  architect.  DD  also  mentioned  the  PUC's  energy  efficiency  projects  with  City  departments.  Currently 
PUC  is  working  with  the  Port  and  the  MUNI/MTA  on  energy  efficiency  projects  and  large-scale  lighting 
retrofits. 

•  David  Leung  (DL)  described  DBFs  efforts  in  promoting  green.  Recently,  the  residential  solar  permitting 
process  was  streamlined  and  simplified;  currently  there  are  approximately  40  homes  participating.  DBI 
recently  became  a  member  of  USGBC.  The  department's  Sustainability  Plan  is  still  in  progress.  DBI  has 
also  allocated  additional  training  budget  funds  for  green  building  training  for  staff. 

5.    Summary  of  "LEED  Cost  Benefit  Workshop"  by  Lisa  Fay  Mathiessen,  February  2,  2005  @  AIASF.

There  are  several 
green  building  achievements  worth  mentioning,  including:  exceeding  Title  24  by  20%  (ASHRAE  by 
30%),  the  removal  of  PVC  from  roofing  and  carpeting,  the  continuing  possibility  of  LEED  certification, 
and  strong  support  to  institute  a  commissioning  process  for  the  buildings. 

4.  Report  by  Dana  Haasz  (Dha),  SFPUC,  regarding  SFPUC's  Water  Conservation  Programs 

•  Dha  reported  first  on  the  PUC's  current  re-organization,  noting  that  both  retail  conservation  efforts  and 
wholesale  conservation  efforts  are  now  found  within  the  Planning  section  of  PUC. 

•  When  developing  a  new  conservation  program,  the  PUC  considers  implementability,  cost  vs.  benefit,  and 
potential  water  savings. 

•  One  of  the  most  successful  programs  to  date  has  been  the  rebates  for  residential  uses,  including  toilets  and 
washers.  Restaurants  have  also  participated  with  good  results. 
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•  These  rebates  on  water  conserving  fixtures  has  now  been  extended  to  all  commercial  and  municipal 
customer  accounts.  The  rebates  have  been  tiered  to  offer  higher  rebates  for  higher-efficiency  products. 

•  Another  successful  program  is  the  "Rinse  and  Spray"  rebate  primarily  offered  to  restaurants,  but  may  be 
possible  for  residential,  hospital,  and  municipal  customers.  These  are  low-flow  spray  valve  fixtures 
restaurants  use  to  pre-clean  plates,  dishes,  etc.  before  going  into  standard  dishwashing  equipment. 

•  WN  inquired  about  communication  and  status  of  existing  resource  efficiency  requirement  for  City 
departments  to  replace  non-low-flow  fixtures  with  compliant  fixtures.  DHa  stated  that  PUC  is  preparing  a 
letter  to  send  to  departments  informing  them  of  the  upcoming  June  20,  2005  deadline.  In  addition,  PUC  is 
considering  the  implementation  of  a  "direct  install"  program  to  facilitate  necessary  retrofits  of  non- 
compliant  fixtures.
